The ancestry of William W. Scott begins with the Great Migration that started with the voyage of the 
Mayflower in 1620 when English Puritans came to New England in family groups motivated primarily by 
a search for freedom to practice their religion. These ancestors include founders of Concord, 
Massachusetts, Guilford, Connecticut and Newark, New Jersey as well as early settlers of Hartford, 
Wethersfield, New Haven and Killingworth Connecticut. In the mid 1800’s, other immigrant ancestors 
such as the Potters, Harpers, Harrimans and Scotts settled in Cuyahoga County, Ohio. From these 
ancestors we find Presidents of both Harvard and Yale Universities, farmers, stone masons, coal miners, 
machinists, die makers, bankers, military leaders, deacons and ministers. William W. Scott’s father, 
Augustine James Scott, was the founder of this Scott family in Cleveland, Ohio. He arrived in Cleveland 
by 1909. His father was born in Sligo, Ireland and move with his family to England settling in Durham by 
1871. Long-time family friend, Dorothy Gilronan, described William W. Scott’s this way: “He was a good

man. 

Pedigrees are provided for each family line. They list all line carriers on the left side. Traditional 
footnotes are not used. Instead, each source is shown in brackets which use either the author’s surname 
or an acronym. Both are identified in the reference section after each family chapter. For example, 
[Smith2: 365] would mean that the source is located in Smith’s book volume 2 page 365. A separate 200 


page companion book titled Scott/Harriman Appendix provides images of documentation referenced in 
the Harper, Harriman, Potter, Scott and Walker family chapters. 


Bishop 


John Bishop | was one of a party of twenty-five men who brought their families to America in the 
company of Rev. Henry Whitfield and founded the town of Guilford on Long Island Sound. These men 
were adventurers from Surrey and Kent, near London, and mostly farmers. They were men of some rank 
and estate in England, and came to the New World mainly for political and religious freedom. Like the 
Mayflower passengers they drew up on shipboard a compact, which they called a "covenant" that 
bound them to stand by one another in the plantation they were about to found. A pedigree is shown 
below followed by a detailed genealogy.

(1) John Bishop | (c. 1590 -1661) 


John Bishop | was born about 1590 (age near 50 in 1639) in England. [cone: x & xi] He married Anne say 
1620 in England. [Black: 72; Torrey1: 72] She was born about 1592 in England. [wikitree) They had four children 
together all born in England (Anne, John Jr., Stephen & Bethia). [Jacobus: 99; Black: 72] John was one of the 
twenty-five men and their families who came with Rev. Henry Whitfield’s company from England and 
founded Guilford, Connecticut. Rev. Whitfield had been the rector of St. Margaret's at Ockley in Surrey 
since 1616. On May 20, 1639 this group took passage on the St. John commanded by Captain Russell 
which sailed from London arriving at Quinnipiac (later New Haven, Connecticut) on September 10, 1639. 
While shipboard on June 1, 1639, the twenty-five signed the Plantation Covenant as the founding 
document of Quinnipiac. [cutter4: 1687] A transcription is presented below. 


“We, whose names are undersigned, intending by God’s gracious per- 
mission to plant ourselves in New England and if it may be, in the southern 
part, about Quinnipiack, we do faithfully premise each other for ourselves 
and our families and those that belong to us, set down and join ourselves to- 
gether in one common entire plantation, and to be helpful each to the other 
in any common work according to every man’s ability, and as need shall 
require, and we promise not to desert or leave each other, or the planta- 
tion but with the consent of the rest or the greater part of the company 
who have entered into this agreement. As to our gathering together in a 
church way, and the choice of officers and to join together in that way, 
we do refer ourselves until such time as it shall please God to settle us 
in our destination. In witness whereof we subscribe our names this first 
day of June, 1639.

John | was one of six trustees of the Indian land purchases and one of four magistrates appointed to 
administer justice and preserve peace in the community. [cutter4: 1687] John |, a farmer, died before 
January 7, 1661 (date of inventory) at Guilford. (Atwater: 627) His estate was one of the largest in the 
plantation after that of Mr. Whitfield. [steiner: 45] His widow Anne died in April 1676 at the home of her 
son-in-law James Steele in Hartford, Connecticut. [cone: x] A transcription of Anne’s will dated June 12, 
1673 probated on September 7, 1676 in Guilford that named John Bishop, Stephen Bishop and James 
Steele is presented below.

Invt. of Estate in Hartford 
taken by James Cornish & Thomas Bunce: By plate in Mr. Steele’s Hand 
about 18 ounces, which his wife claimes as given to her by her Mother, 

This wrighting witnesseth that I Anne Bishop of Guilford, widow, 
being weake in body But Sound in mind and memory, Doe make this my 
last will and testament in maner and forme following: First, I give unto 
my eldest sonne John Bishop the some of five pounds Above his equall 
proportion with my other Too children. Item. I give twentie shillings 
unto my grand child Elezebeth Hubbard. Item, I give unto Thomas 
Smith, who formerly was servant to me, the some of ten shillings. Item. 
All the rest of my estate not before nor hereafter willed, & my mind is that 
after all my just Debts paid, legacies and all nesesary Charges be payed 
and discharged, shall be devided Betwixt my three children, viz., John and 
Steuen Bishop and James Steele. And I doe make the saide James Steele, 
my sonne-in-law, my full and whole Executor, to doe and performe all 
things according to this my will and testament. And I doe give him five 
pounds for his pains over and Above his third part of all my Estate, both 
here and in England. In witness whereof I have sett to my hand this 
twelvth day of June, Ano 1673. ANNE X BisHop,

i. Anne Bishop was born say 1620/2 in England. [lacobus: 99] She arrived at Guilford, Connecticut with her 
family in 16339. [cone: ix] She married (1) John Jordan by 1639. [Jacobus: 99] He was one of the twenty-five 
shipboard signers of the Plantation Covenant. [cone: 1] They had five children together (Joanna [married 
Thomas Crittenden; died 1683], Elizabeth [married Daniel Hubbard; died 1664], Hannah [married Esbon 
Wakeman; died 1666], Mary [married Abraham Post of Saybrook, CT] & John [born 1647]). [cone: 1] John 
died in 1650 at Guilford. (Jacobus: 99] She married (2) Thomas Clarke by 1653. Jacobus: 99] They had two 
children together (Sarah [born 1653] & Daniel [born 1659]). (cone: 1] After his death on October 9, 1668 
at Guilford, Anne and her family moved to Killingworth, Connecticut. [cone: 1] Anne died on January 1, 
1671/2 at Saybrook, Connecticut. [Jacobus: 99]

iii. Stephen Bishop was born say 1627 in England. [Jacobus: 99] He arrived at Guilford, Connecticut with his 
family in 1639. [cone: ix) Stephen married Tabitha Wilkinson of Bermuda, daughter of widow Parnell 
Wilkenson, on May 4, 1654. [Jacobus: 99; Cone: 2] They had ten children together (Stephen, Jr. [born 1655; 
married Hannah Bartlett], Tabitha [born 1657; married Nathaniel Foote; died 1715], Caleb [born 1660; 
married Lydia Evarts; died 1732], Daniel [born 1663; died young], Mehitabel [born 1668; married John 
Whitehead; died 1704], Hannah [born 1671; died young], Josiah [born 1674; died 1688], Ebenezer [born 


1675; married Ann Latimer; died 1744], James [born 1678; married Thankful Pond; died 1739] & Mary 
[born 1680; died in infancy]). [cone: 2} Stephen, a farmer, died on June 1, 1690 in Guilford. [Jacobus: 99] His 
widow Tabitha died on December 21, 1692. [cone: 2] 


iv. Bethia Bishop was born say 1630 in England. [Jacobus: 99] She immigrated to Guilford, Connecticut with 
his family in 1639. Bethia married James Steele, son of George Steele and Margery Sorrell, on October 
18, 1851 in Guilford. [cone: 2; Jacobus: 99] James was baptized on November 30, 1622 in Fairsted, Essex, 
England. [Jacobus: 99] They had six children together (James [born 1654; married Mary Barnard; died 
1712], Sarah [born 1656; married Samuel Borman; died 1720], John [married Melitiah Bradford], Mary 
[married Mr. Hall], Elizabeth [died unmarried 1723] & Rachel [married (1) Edward Alling (2) Mr. 
Demming]). [cone: 2] Bethia died in January 1675/76 at Guilford. (cone: 2] James married (2) Bethia 
(Hopkins) Stocking the daughter of John Hopkins and widow of Samuel Stocking of Hartford, 
Connecticut. [cone: 2] James died in or shortly after 1698 in Hartford, Connecticut. [Jacobus: 99] He was 
Commissary in King Philip’s War. [Jacobus: 99]

John Bishop II was born say 1625 in England. Uacobus: 99; Cutter4: 1687] He immigrated to Guilford, 
Connecticut with his family in 1639. [cone: ix] John married Susanna Goldham, only child of Henry 
Goldham, on December 13, 1650 at Guilford. [Jacobus: 99; Cone: 1; Black: 73] She was born in January 1623 in 
England. [wikitree] They had nine children together all born in Guilford (Mary, John, Susanna, Elizabeth, 
Daniel, Nathaniel, Samuel, Sarah & Abigail). (cone: 2] John II died in October 1683. [Jacobus: 99; Cone: 2] His 


estate inventory was taken on October 3, 1683. [cone: 2] His widow Susanna died on November 1, 1703. 
[CN10: 161; Jacobus: 99] 


John Bishop II was rated as a “freeman” in 1650. He was a man very positive in his convictions and earnest in the 
cause of what he deemed right; a man far ahead of his time in matters of religion. He was strongly opposed to the 
union of church and state, and although positive in his speech and actions, was often called upon to hold offices in 
the town and seemed to have and to hold the confidence of the majority of the people. He resided in the east part 
of town, now called Madison. [Cone: 1&2]

i. Mary Bishop was born on September 20, 1652 at Guilford, Connecticut. [cone: 3] She married John 
Hotchkin on April 4, 1670 at Guilford. [cone: 31} He was born in County Essex, England and arrived at 
Guilford in 1648. [cone: 3] They had five children together (John [born 1671; married Mary Hall; died 
1727], Mary [born 1672; married Barnabas Beers], Elizabeth [born 1674; married Christopher Webb (or 
West); died 1711], Joseph [born 1675; married Elizabeth Hall; died 1756] & Thomas [born 1677; married 
Abigail Parmalee; no children; died 1754]). [cone: 3] About 1675, the family moved to Madison, 


Connecticut. [cone: 3] John died in January 1681. [cone: 3] Mary died on November 1, 1703 in Guilford.

ii. Sgt. John Bishop III was baptized in 1655 at Guilford, Connecticut. (cone: 3] He married (1) Elizabeth 
Hitchcock, daughter of Nathaniel Hitchcock and Elizabeth Moss, on July 3, 1689 at Guilford. [cone: 3] She 
was born in 1671. [cone: 3] They had nine children together (Elizabeth [born 1690; married Samuel 
Scranton], John IV [born 1692; married Abigail Spinning; died 1752], Anne [born 1695; married David 
Field; died 1731], David [born 1697; married Dorothy Stanley; died 1773], Jonathan [born 1699; married 
Hannah Chittenden], Mary [born 1700; married Caleb Jones; no children; died 1724], Deborah [born 
1702], Nathaniel [born 1704; married Margaret Blinn; died 1778] & Timothy [born 1708; married 
Hannah Blinn; died 1794], Elizabeth died on March 14, 1712. [cone: 3] John married (2) Mary Johnson of 
New Haven, daughter of William Johnson and Sarah Hall, on November 18, 1713. [cone: 3] They had four 
children together (William [born 1714; married Patience Saxton], Enos [born 1717; married Abigail 
Burgis; died 1802], Esther [born 1719] & Mercy [born 1722; married Abraham Dowd; died 1793]). [cone: 4] 
John Ill died on November 25, 1731 at Guilford. [cone: 3] He served a long time as Sergeant in the Guilford 
company of trainband . [cone: 3] He divided his property among his children by deed a few months before 


his death and made no will. [cone: 3] He was buried at Hammonasset Cemetery at Madison, Connecticut. 
[FG] 


iii. Susanna Bishop was baptized in 1657 at Guilford, Connecticut. [cone: 4 She married Moses Blatchley, 
son of Thomas Blatchley and Susanna Ball, on January 1, 1677. [cone: 4 He was born on March 20, 1650 
at Brandford, Connecticut. (cone: 4] They had nine children together (Moses [born 1678; married Sarah 
Benton; died 1703], David [born 1679; died in infancy], Mahitable [both 1681; died 1882], Mahitable 
[born 1683; died unmarried 1761], Abraham [born 1684; married Elizabeth Stone], Abigail [born 1686; 
died unmarried 1755], David [born 1689; married Abigail Hand; died 1751], Joshua [born 1692; married 
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Mary Field; died 1742] & Abiah [born 1694; died 1763]). [cone: 4] Moses died on October 15, 1695 at 
Guilford. [cone: 4] His widow Susanna died in October 1729. [cone: 4] 


iv. Elizabeth Bishop was born in 1660 at Guilford, Connecticut. [cone: 4) She married John Scranton, Jr. as 
his third wife on December 16, 1691 at Guilford. [cone: 4] They had four children together (Elizabeth 
[born 1692; married William Rowlandson], Anna [born 1693; married Ebenezer Munger], Ebenezer [born 
1696; married Anne Rowlandson] & Deborah [born 1697; married Abel Chittenden; died 1770)]). [cone: 4] 


John died on September 21, 1703 at Guilford. [cone: 4] His widow Elizabeth died there in August 1727. 
[Cone: 4] 


v. Daniel Bishop was born in 1663 at Guilford, Connecticut. [cone: 4] He married (1) Hannah Bradley, 
daughter of Stephen Bradley and Hannah Smith, in 1688. [cone: 4] She was born on September 1, 1664 at 
Guilford. [cone: 4] They had three children together (Hannah [born 1689; married Nathaniel Nott; died 
1762], Deborah [born 1690] & Dorothy [born 1692; married Ephraim Pierson; died 1761]). [cone: 4] 
Hannah died on December 16, 1692. [cone: 4] Daniel married (2) Mary Hall, daughter of John Hall and 
Elizabeth Smith, on July 16, 1693. [cone: 4] She was born on October 30, 1672 at Guilford. [cone: 4] They 
had six children together. The first six born at Guilford (Mary [born 1694; married Abraham Parmelee], 
Esther [born 1696; married Joseph Benton; died 1752], Daniel [born 1700; married Abigail Dudley; died 
1788], Rachel [born 1704; married Hiland Hall], Thankful [born 1708; died unmarried 1784] & Submit 
[born 1713; married Thomas Alvord]). [cone: 4] Daniel died on April 17, 1751 at Guilford. (cone: 4] His 
widow Mary died there on December 5, 1755. Both were buried there at Old North Cemetery. [FG] 


vi. Nathaniel Bishop (see below) 


vii. Samuel Bishop was born on October 23, 1670 at Guilford, Connecticut. [cone: 5] He married Abigail 
Wetmore, daughter of Thomas Wetmore of Middletown, Connecticut, on April 20, 1697 at Guilford. 
[TAG15: 184; Cone: 5] They lived in Guilford and had six children together (Samuel [born 1699; married 
Mehitabel Spencer; died 1762], Abigail [born 1701; married Gideon Chittenden], Susannah [born 1704; 
married Samuel Chittenden; died 1747], Catherine [born 1710; married David Field; died 1740], Sarah 
{born 1715; married James Landon] & Mercy [born 1717; married Joel Bissell]). [cone: 5] Samuel died on 
February 17, 1753. [cone: 5] His widow Abigail died on March 30, 1762 at Guilford. [wikitree] 


viii. Sarah Bishop was born on January 22, 1674. She died unmarried on May 12, 1712 at 38 years of 
age. 


ix. Abigail Bishop was baptized on January 25, 1681 at Guilford, Connecticut. [cone: 5] She married 
Samuel Lee, son of Edward Lee and Elizabeth Wright, on September 18, 1706 at Guilford. [cone: 5] They 
had three children together (Susanna [born 1707; died in infancy], Abigail [born 1710; married John 
Benton] & Samuel [born 1718; married Ruth Morse; died 1787]). [cone: 5] Samuel died on August 26, 
1727. [cone: 5] His widow Abigail died on June 5, 1751. [cone: 5] 
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(3) Nathaniel Bishop (1666 — 1714) 


Nathaniel Bishop was born in 1666 in Guilford, Connecticut. [cone: 5] He married Mercy/Nancy Hughes, 
daughter of Samuel Hughes and Mary Dowd, on February 9, 1693. [cone:5] Mercy was born on May 20, 
1676 at Guilford. [cone: 5] They lived in Guilford and had six children together (Nathaniel, Samuel, Mary, 
Ebenezer, Experience & Temperance). [Cone: 5] Nathaniel died on May 1, 1714 at 48 years of age in 
Guilford. [cone:5] His widow Mercy/Nancy died there on December 7, 1760. [cone: 5]

According to Harper family tradition, James Harper moved from England to Ireland after the Irish 
Rebellion in 1798. He was a stone mason that helped build an Episcopal church in Hillsborough, Down, 
Ireland. James was said to have had three sons (James, Samuel & Hector). James never married and 
Samuel was married but had no children. Seven of Hector’s nine children immigrated to America. 
William, Robert, Hector and Nancy are said to have immigrated in 1837, James in 1843 and Sarah and 
Samuel in 1866. To what extent the Irish rebellion against British rule or the potato famine played in 
their decision to emigrate is unknown. You will notice the many ties between the Harper and Harriman 
families. Many of these family members are buried at Mount Hope Cemetery at the intersection of Miles 
and Harper Roads. Harper Road was named for Hector’s son James the founder of this Harper line in 
Ohio. He immigrated to America with his wife and three children by 1843 and were early settlers in 
Orange Township, Cuyahoga, Ohio. James, a stone mason, and his wife Sarah had eight children. A 
pedigree is shown below followed by a detailed genealogy.

Hector Harper, one of three sons of James Harper, was born say 1780 in Hillsborough, Down, Ireland. He 
married Elizabeth by 1801 (birth of first child) in Ireland. Elizabeth was born there say 1780. They had 
nine children together (William, Sarah, James, Robert, Hector, Samuel, Nancy, Mary & Mary). [1860 & 1870 
FCs; Children’s Death Records] Seven of these children came to America. William, Robert, Hector and Nancy are 
said to have immigrated in 1837, James in 1843 and Sarah and Samuel in 1866. To what extent the Irish

Sarah 
died on February 10, 1885 at 80 years of age in Orange. [pr] She and her children Mary Jane, Nancy and 
Samuel were buried at Mount Hope Cemetery in Solon, Ohio.

Two years into the War of 1812, while most of the East Coast was under a British Navy blockade, Captain Lee and 
his crew went to the rescue of an American merchant ship sailing out of New Haven. The opposing British brig 
forced Lee and his crew to beach their cutter. Lee and his men took a position at the top of a bluff on Long Island 
and exchanged musket and cannon fire with the British throughout the day and night. Unable to force Lee and his 
men off the bluff, the British took the Eagle. Nevertheless, the unstinting efforts of Captain Lee and his crew were 


applauded, and the story was reported in newspapers around the country, bringing fame to the Eagle's crew.

Constructed in 1821 at a cost of $1,200, Lee's Academy was Madison's first high school. It was established for the 
education of young people preparing to continue their studies at college.

(Edward, Jr., Thomas, Richard, Robert, Margaret, Mary, John, Reinold, Reinold, Elizabeth and Matthew, 
Sr.). [TAG18: 10-12] Edward, a yeoman, died on November 13 or 14, 1615 at Great Bentley, Essex, England 
and was buried on November 15, 1615 at St. Mary’s Church in Great Bentley. [TaG18: 10] His will dated 
November 13, 1615 was proved January 17, 1615/6. [Tacis: 10] He was a man of considerable wealth as 
he held property in Wrabness, Wix, Ramsey, Frating and Great Bentley and lived the latter part of his life 
in amansion house called Edons or Dreybrocks at Great Bentley. [Tacis: 10] His widow Elizabeth was 
buried on May 28, 1633 at Great Bentley.

iii. Richard Marvin was born perhaps 1585. [taGis: 11] He married Susan Louck [Loosk?] on November 1, 
1610 at Great Bentley, Essex, England. [tacis: 11] They had four children together (Richard [baptized 
1613], John [baptized 1616; died 1618], child [living 1622] & child [living 1622]). [Ttacis: 11] The date of 
death of Richard is not known. [tTAG18: 11] He was an overseer of the parish of Great Bentley in 1616 and 
1624. [TAG18: 11] 


iv. Robert Marvin was born perhaps 1587. [TaGis: 11] He married Susan Gore on November 7, 1616 at 


Great Bentley, Essex, England. [tacis: 11) They had one child together (Robert [baptized 1618/9]). [Tacis: 
11) 


v. Margaret Marvin was born perhaps in 1589. [taGis: 11] She was buried on January 28, 1595/96 at Great 
Bentley, Essex, England. [tacis: 11] 


vi. Mary Marvin was born perhaps 1591. [TaG18: 12] She married John Hayse [Hayes] on April 19, 1610 at 
Great Bentley, Essex, England. [tacis: 12] They had one child together (Mary [baptized 1610/1]). [tacis: 12] 
John was buried on October 5, 1616 at Great Bentley. [TaGis: 12] He was overseer of the parish of Great 


Bentley in 1615. [Tacis: 12] Mary married (2) Richard Wood on December 8, 1618 at Great Bentley. [Tacis: 
12] 


vii. John Marvin was baptized on June 7, 1593 at Great Bentley, Essex, England. [tacis: 12] He was buried 
there on June 8, 1593. [TAG18: 12] 


viii. Reinold Marvin was baptized on June 7, 1593 at Great Bentley, Essex, England. [Tacis: 12] He was 
buried there on June 8, 1593. [TaG18: 12] 


ix. Reinold Marvin was baptized on October 25, 1594 at Great Bentley, Essex, England. [TaGis: 12] He 
married Mary in 1617/18. [Tacis: 12] They had nine children together (William [baptized 1618], Elizabeth 
[baptized 1621; died young], Mary [baptized 1622; died young], John [baptized 1626], Elizabeth 
[baptized 1627; married William Waller; died 1682/3], Sarah [baptized 1629], Lt. Reinold [baptized 1631; 
married Sarah Clark; died 1676], Abigail [baptized 1634] & Mary [baptized 1636; married Ens. Samuel 
Collins; died 1713/4]). [taGis: 12; Marvin: 35) He arrived in New England late in 1637 or in early 1638 and was 
in Hartford, Connecticut with his younger brother Matthew in 1638. [TaG18: 12] Mary died in the summer 
of 1661 at Lyme, Connecticut. [TaGi8: 12] Her death was attributed to witchcraft on the part of Nicholas 
Jennings of Saybrook and his wife Margaret. [TaG18: 12; Marvin: 29] Reinold died there in the summer of 
1662. [TAG18: 12] 


Later in the same year, Nicholas Jennings and his wife were accused of witchcraft by virtue of causing the death of 
Mary, wife of Hartford Founder Reinold Marvin. They were indicted in a Court held at Hartford 5 September 1661, 
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and the jury found “that the major part find him guilty of the said indictment, and the rest strongly suspected that 
he is guilty.” As for his wife Margaret the jury found “that some of them find her guilty, the rest strongly suspected 
her to be guilty of the indictment.” [Society of the Descendants of the Founders of Hartford website] 


x. Elizabeth Marvin was born perhaps in 1597 at Great Bentley, Essex, England. [tacis: 12] She married 
Robert Edwards on May 22, 1618 at Great Bentley. [TAG18: 12] 


xi. Matthew Marvin, Sr. (see below) 


(2) Matthew Marvin, Sr. (bp. 1600 — 1678/80) 


Matthew Marvin, brother of Reinold, was baptized on March 26, 1600 at Great Bentley, Essex, England. 

[Torrey1: 493; Jacobus: 278; GM5: 63] She was born about 
1604 in England (age 31 in 1635). [lacobus: 276) They had seven children together (Elizabeth, Matthew, Jr., 
Mary, Sarah, Hannah, Abigail & Rachel). (ams: 68 & 69] Matthew and his family arrived in New England 
aboard the /ncrease in 1635 and settled at Hartford Connecticut. (Gms: 63] Elizabeth died before 1647

[Torrey1: 493; Jacobus: 276; NEHGR 51: 330 - 334] They had two children together (Samuel & Rebecca). [Gms: 69] 
Maththew moved to Norwalk, Connecticut in 1651 where he was an original proprietor. [GM5: 63; Lord: 133] 
Matthew, a husbandman and wheelwright, died between January 22, 1678/9 (deed) and July 13, 1680 
(date of inventory) [cms: 68] and was buried at East Norwalk Historical Cemetery in Norwalk. [Fa] His will 
was dated December 26, 1678. [Jacobus: 276] He was a Hartford surveyor of highways in 1648 and deputy 
for Norwalk to the Connecticut General Court in 1654. [spFH]

(1) Vincent Meigs Sr. (c. 1583 — 1658) 


Vincent Meigs, was born about 1583 in England. [wrFHG] He married Emma Strong, daughter of William 
and Margaret Stronge, about 1606. [mFHce] She was baptized on January 8, 1580/81 at Chardstock, 
Devon, England. [MFHG] They had four children together all born in England (Vincent, Marie, John, Sr. & 
Mark). [wFHG] After the death of his wife Emma, Vincent and his three sons arrived at Weymouth, 
Massachusetts in 1639 (first record). They moved to Rehoboth, Massachusetts possibly in 1642, New 
Haven, Connecticut in 1644 and East Guilford (now Madison), Connecticut in 1654. [mFHG] Vincent, Sr. 
died on December 1, 1658 at Guilford, Connecticut. [mFHG] His will dated September 2, 1658 was 
probated on December 2, 1658. [mFHG] Tradition holds that he was the first to be buried in 
Hammonassett Grave Yard. [MFHG]

Timothy Meigs, ninth child and fifth son of Captain Janna Meigs, of East Guilford, now Madison, Connecticut, and 
grandson of Deacon John Meigs, Jr., was born in East Guilford, September 19, 1713. His mother was Hannah, 
daughter of Josiah Willard, of Wethersfield, Connecticut. He did not follow any profession, but settled in his native 
town, where he became one of the most worthy and useful inhabitants, as well as one of the most beloved. He 
died of prevailing dysentery, after six days’ illness, September 14, 1751, at the age of 38. He left an estate of about 
£3000. He was a deacon of the church from 1745 till his death. His pastor and classmate (the Rev. Jonathan Todd) 
describes him as “a man in whom we had great and high hopes.” He was married, September 17, 1735, to Mary, 
daughter of Deacon John French, who died March 15, 1788, aged 69 years. One of their daughters married Elihu 
Bartlett (Y. C. 1764). - The following is one stanza of an elegy written by a local poet, on occasion of the epidemic 
which caused Deacon Meigs' death — “Until at last death seizéd fast Our much lamented deacon, Whose sickness 
strong him seized upon While he was at a meeting.”

Rev. Abraham Pierson | was born about 1608 at Yorkshire, England, [Weiss: 165; ANB] He graduated 

from Trinity College at Cambridge in 1632 and was ordained in England where he was minister at 
Newark, Nottinghamshie. [Weiss: 165] He arrived at New England in 1639 and first settled at Lynn, 
Massachusetts. He moved to Southampton, New York in 1640, Branford, Connecticut in 1645 and 
Newark, New Jersey in 1667. [Weiss: 165] Rev. Abraham | married Abigail Mitchell, daughter of Matthew 
Mitchell and Susan (Wood) Butterfield, by 1641 (birth of first child). (ams: 127; Taco: 37] She was baptized 
on April 26, 1618 at Halifax, England. (Gms: 127; Jacobus2: 415] They had ten children together (Rev. Abraham 
Il, Thomas, John, Abigail, Grace, Susanna, Rebecca, Theophilus, Isaac & Mary). [Pierson: 12] Rev. Abraham | 
died on August 9, 1678 at Newark, New Jersey. [Weiss: 165; Gs] The inscription on his cenotaph at Palisado 
Cemetery in Windsor, Connecticut reads: “REV. ABRAHAM PIERSON emigrated from Yorkshire Eng. 1639 
died at Newark, N. J. Aug 9, 1678” [as] His widow Abigail died on March 15, 1722 at New Haven, 
Connecticut.

Rev. Abraham Pierson, Jr. (d. 1678), New England divine, born in Yorkshire, graduated from Trinity College, 
Cambridge, on 2 Jan. 1632-3. He went out to America, as member of the church at Boston, between 1630 and 
1640. In 1640 he and a party of emigrants from Lynn in Massachusetts formed a new township on Long Island, 
which they named Southampton. There Pierson remained as minister of the congregational church for four years. 
In 1644 this church became divided. A number of the inhabitants left, and, uniting with a further body from the 
township of Weathersfield, formed under Pierson a fresh church at a settlement at Branford, within the 
jurisdiction of New Haven. In 1666 Pierson migrated yet a fourth time. The cause of this last change is among the 
most significant incidents in the early history of New England. When, by the order of Charles II, a new charter was 
granted to Connecticut, incorporating New Haven with that colony, several of the townships of New Haven 
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resisted. This resistance, based on the exclusive tenacity with which the New Englander regarded the corporate life 
of his own community, was intensified by the peculiar conditions of the two colonies in question. Newhaven, 
rigidly and severely ecclesiastical from the outset, had, like Massachusetts, made church membership a needful 
condition for the enjoyment of civic rights. No such restriction was imposed in Connecticut. The men of Branford, 
supported by Pierson, opposed the union with Connecticut. When their opposition proved fruitless, they forsook 
their home, leaving Branford almost unpeopled, and, taking their civil and ecclesiastical records with them, 
established a fresh church and township at Newark, within the limits of New Jersey. There Pierson died on 9 Aug. 
1678. His son Abraham was the first head of Yale College, Connecticut. In 1659 Pierson published a pamphlet 
entitled ‘Some Helps for the Indians, showing them how to improve their natural reason, to know the true God and 
the true Christian Religion.’ It is a short statement of the fundamental principles of monotheism, with a linear 
translation into the tongue of the Indians of New England. A copy of verses by Pierson on the death of Theophilus 


Eaton [q. v.] is published in the ‘Massachusetts Historical Collection’ (4th ser. vol. viii.) [Dictionary of National Biography 
Vol. 45 by John A. Doyle (1896) page 274] 


Rev. Abraham Pierson, Jr. was a man of note in early New England, and appears to have made many friends in 
high places, and to have achieved an enviable reputation. Governor Hutchinson, a personal friend, declared him to 
be, "A man of high character and commanding influence—a godly and learned man" ; while Cotton Mather goes 
even further, in this eulogy: "It is reported by Pliny, and perhaps ‘tis but a Plinyism, that there is a fish called 
Lucerna, whose tongue doth shine like a torch, if it be but a fable, yet let the tongue of a minister be the moral of 
that fable; now such an illuminating tongue, was that of our Pierson. Wherever he came, he shone. He left behind 


him the character of a pious and prudent man; and a true child of Abraham, now safely lodged in Sinu-Abraha."

Abraham Il, a Trustee, Founder and first President of Yale College from 1701 to 1707, died on March 5, 
1707 at 61 years of age in Killingworth (now Clinton), Connecticut. (Weiss: 165; Bryant: 15] His gravestone 
inscription at Indian River Cemetery in in Clinton reads: “There lieth the body of ye Revd Mr. Abrah. 
Pierson the first rector of ye Colledge in Conecticut who deceased March ye 5th 1706/7 aged 61 years” 
[cs] His cenotaph inscription at Palsado Cemetery in Windsor, Connecticut reads: “REV. ABRAHAM 
PIESON First President of Yale College died at Killingworth Mar 5, 1707, Aged 61” [es] 


Rev. Abraham Pierson II was probably born between 1641 and 1648 at Southampton, New York. His father, 
Cambridge educated and a minister of the Church of England had emigrated to Boston in 1639 to escape the 
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hostility of Archbishop Laud. After a brief sojourn as pastor at Lynn, Massachusetts, the elder Pierson moved to 
Long Island, where he helped found the town of Southampton. He did not remain there long and soon moved to 
Branford, Connecticut, as pastor. 


The son, Abraham, received his early education in English and Latin from his father and later under the tutorship of 
Jeremiah Peck and John Davenport, the latter being the principal founder of the New Haven Colony. At eighteen 
the young Pierson went to Harvard College, where he was one of a class of five. Here he was trained in the 
Calvinism of the day and also in the scientific courses that were available. He was graduated in 1668 and went to 
Milford, Connecticut, to study theology under the Reverend Roger Newton. No doubt here he first met Thomas 
Buckingham, who was later to join him as one of the original trustees of Yale. And it was at Milford that he married 
Abigail Clark. 


In 1670 Pierson rejoined his large family of five sisters and three brothers who had moved to Newark, New Jersey. 
At this time he was admitted to the ministry and for the next twenty-two years assisted his father in the Newark 
Church. In Newark his father was working to establish a colony which would hopefully be governed along the 
ecclesiastical lines which Davenport had labored to set up at New Haven; as a result he remained outside the more 
liberal political tendencies which were developing in both Connecticut and Massachusetts. In 1678 the elder 
Pierson died and left to Abraham the then considerable estate of £822. 


The son was elected to succeed his father as minister of the Newark Church. Although he was popular in the early 
days of his pastorate, by the 1690's Pierson had lost much of his rapport with the congregation. Scotch- 
Presbyterian thought was a growing force of the day, and his own response to this undoubtedly accounted for 
some of the complaints. 


The conflict revolved largely around the problem of church organization, in particular the powers and duties of the 
elders and synod. The dilemma was made more complex by the fact that Pierson had been without salary for two 
years. In 1692 the impasse between pastor and flock ended abruptly in Pierson's dismissal. 


For the next two years he stayed at Greenwich, Connecticut, and in 1694 was called to the church at Killingworth, 
Connecticut (now Clinton). Here he was installed as pastor, and here he spent the remaining years of his life. At the 
time, Killingworth was a small and poor farming community, but it was not long before Pierson occupied a 
prominent place among the Connecticut ministers. With them he was drawn into discussion which led to the 
founding of a college within the Connecticut Colony. 


In the early days of the New Haven settlement the idea of a college or seminary had been promulgated by 
Davenport and others. At a General Court held in Guilford on June 8, 1652, it was voted, "The matter of a College 
at New Haven was thought to be too great a charge for us of this jurisdiction to undergo alone.... But, if 
Connecticut does join, the planters are generally willing to bear their just proportions for erecting and maintaining 
of a College there." This project was introduced in various forms throughout the latter half of the 17th century. A 
large part of the impetus came from the need for a learned ministry to supply the pulpits of the Colony. Evidence 
also supports the view that a fear existed among the orthodox ministers of New England that Harvard was falling 
under the control of the "latitudinarians"-a bulwark of orthodoxy was needed. Another compelling motive was the 
simple necessity of providing a closer, more convenient and less expensive seat of learning. 


Early in October in the year 1701 a number of clergymen from scattered towns in Connecticut met at the Branford 
parsonage of Samuel Russel and made a gift of books "for the founding of a college in this colony." The meeting 
was a hurried one, as the General Assembly of the Colony was to meet in New Haven shortly, and the ministers 
hoped to present the Assembly with a request for a charter. The "founders" called the projected college "a 
collegiate school," and although it was intended to bolster the churches it was definitely not to be controlled by 
them. The General Assembly granted the charter, probably on October 15, 1701. A board of ten trustees was 
created: James Noyes of Stonington, Israel Chauncey of Stratford, Thomas Buckingham of Saybrook, Abraham 
Pierson of Killingworth, Samuel Mather of Windsor, Samuel Andrew of Milford, Timothy Woodbridge of Hartford, 
James Pierpont of New Haven, Noadiah Russell of Middletown, Joseph Webb of Fairfield. (Mather and Woodbridge 
were known as the "upriver trustees.") 
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On November 11, 1701, seven of the board met at Saybrook and adopted general rules for the government of the 
college. They also elected a rector, Abraham Pierson. Israel Chauncey, the oldest of the group, was offered the 
position as a complimentary gesture, but he declined. Rector Pierson agreed to move in due course to Saybrook, 
which was selected as the location for the school. Scholars meanwhile would be taught at the Rector's house in 
Killingworth (roughly 12 miles away) until it was deemed "convenient" to move. 


During the first half-year (January-May, 1702) only one student attended, Jacob Hemingway of East Haven. Later 
he remarked he "solus was all the College the first half-year." He received instruction from Pierson in classics and 
divinity. In September 1702, at the Reverend Thomas Buckingham's house in Saybrook the first Commencement 
was held, a quiet ceremony attended only by the trustees and those who were to receive degrees. Four young men 
who had previously been graduated from Harvard were awarded the degree of Master of Arts ad eundem and one 
who had been privately educated, Nathaniel Chauncey, received both the Bachelor of Arts and Master of Arts. 
Hemingway received his degree in 1704. 


Enrollment slowly increased in the early years, and by 1704 there were in all twenty students, most of them 
boarders at the Pierson home, which was handsomely managed by Mrs. Pierson. One may surmise that the 
students were supplied with certain luxuries, for the Rector made his own apple cider and cultivated his own 
tobacco. The increase in numbers led to the hiring of an assistant to Pierson. The first "tutor," as he was called, was 
Daniel Hooker; he was later replaced by John Hart, who had received the first bachelor's degree in course, in 1703. 
Hart was not paid a salary, being dependent upon the fines he could extract from the students for failure to obey 
the rules. He was somewhat overzealous in his duty-a fact which led in 1704 to the first student rebellion. The 
trustees quickly quelled the outbreak, and the rules were clarified both for the students and for Mr. Hart, who was 
then voted a salary. 


The curriculum consisted of theology, Greek, Latin and Hebrew, and brief courses in logic, mathematics, and 
physics. The latter subject was taught from Pierson's Harvard lecture notes, which were described as obsolete, 
even when new! The students who used the text agreed that if they learned physics at all, it was from other 
sources. The upperclassmen were required to listen to the Rector's Sunday sermons and immediately afterward 
repeat them to him verbatim. This exercise it was hoped would promote theological orthodoxy. At least it was an 
exercise in memorization. 


All through the early years the Collegiate School was plagued with financial difficulties, and the Colony responded 
with little or no support, despite the fact that the students were predominantly from Connecticut-and at that were 
mainly students recruited by the trustees. 


A more intricate problem was the location of the School. The people of Killingworth did not want their popular 
pastor to move, and yet they were uneasy about students living in the town. On more than one occasion Pierson 
prepared to move, and the trustees repeatedly offered a salary increase; but the Killingworth congregation would 
not dismiss him. The trustees, irresolute as a body, were unable to agree among themselves ona permanent site in 
the face of bids from several Connecticut towns. In the midst of this controversy Rector Pierson died, after a short 
illness, on March 5, 1707. 


During his years as Rector eighteen students were graduated with first degrees. The concentration of studies was 
chiefly in philosophy and science, his own favorite subjects. Today, Abraham Pierson is memorialized at Yale in 


Pierson College, and his descendants have continued to play a prominent part in the life of the University. [Holden,

Thomas Potter was the founder of the Solon, Ohio branch of this Potter family. Thomas, a native of 
Ireland, settled on a farm in Solon in 1836 with his wife and child.

Weddell House, Superior Ave. and Bank (W. 6") St., was the best known of the early hotels built in Cleveland in the 
first half of the 19" century. Early settler and businessman Peter M. Weddell employed Geo. P. Smith to build the 
hotel on Superior St., replacing his successful mercantile store. Weddell House opened in 1847, and was a 5-story 
brick-and-sandstone structure with about 200 rooms, including offices, stores, several parlors, and a large dining 
room on the first 2 floors. The demand for rooms was so great that the hotel was enlarged in 1853, when a 4-story 
addition was built on W. 6" St. The most historic occasion associated with the hotel was the appearance and 
address of president-elect Lincoln on 15 Feb. 1861, during his inaugural trip to Washington. In 1904 the original 


portion of the hotel was razed and replaced by the Rockefeller Bldg. The W. 6'" St. addition remained until 1961.

Patrick Scott is oldest ancestor that can be documented in this Scott line. He was born about 1831 at 
Sligo, Ireland. Parick and his family moved to York, England by 1861 and settled in Hartlepool, England 
by 1871. To what extent the Irish Potatoe Famine (1845 — 1852) played in their decision to immigrate is 
unknown. What is known is that the famine resulted in the death of roughly one million Irish from 
starvation and related causes, with at least another million forced to leave their homeland as 
refugees. Patrick was a laborer and his oldest son, Patrick William, was a colliery worker. Patrick 
William’s oldest daughter, Mary Bertha, married a mining engineer and moved to Zimbabwe and later 
retired in Cape Town, South Africa. His oldest son, Augustine, travelled to South Africa before 
immigrating to America in 1907 and settling in Cleveland, Ohio. Augustine is the founder of this branch 
of the Scott family in America. Augustine’s son, William, later retired in Florida. A pedigree is shown 
below followed by a detailed genealogy.

Patrick Scott, a shipyard laborer, was born about 1831 in Sligo, Ireland. (pr; 1871 & 1881 Ec] Patrick married 
Bridget Weir, daughter of Thomas Weir and Anna Coleman, by 1857 (birth of first child). She was 
baptized on April 10, 1842 at Boyle, Ireland.

Lillie & Augustine 


Augustine James Scott was born on March 9, 1882 in Trimdon, Durham, England. [pc; 1891 Ec] By 1901, 
Augustine traveled to South Africa, Spain, Canary Islands and Canada before arriving at Niagara Falls, 
New York in 1907 [ir] and settling in Cleveland, Ohio by 1909 (marriage to Lillie). It is thought that 
Augustine may have travelled with his brother William and father seeking work in the gold mines in 
Africa as his older sister Mary’s husband, Sydney, was a mining engineer there. Augustine worked ina 
sawmill in Cape Town where he lost the little finger on his left hand in an industrial accident causing him 
to have to learn to play the violin right-handed. After Jim contacted malaria for the second time, he left 
Cape Town. [rac] Augustine married Lillie Viola Harriman, daughter of Willis Harriman and Ella Harper, 
on May 12, 1909 in Cuyahoga County, Ohio. [mr] They met at the North Solon Baptist Church near the 
Mount Hope Cemetery in Solon, Ohio where Lillie played organ and Jim played violin. [Rec] Lillie was 
born on July 25, 1885 at North Solon, Ohio [pc; 1900 Fc] and was raised on the family farm in Solon. [rec] 
She was 18 years old when her father, mother and grandmother died leaving her to run the family farm 
in 1903. Her Aunt Alice Harriman came to live with her to help out. After Lillie and Augustine married, 
they initially worked the farm together but they eventually sold it and moved to Cleveland where they 
started a candy store where Lillie sold her fudge. [rac] They had two children together (Mary Alice & 
William Willis). (obit; BRs; 1930 & 1940 Fc] Lillie, a housewife, died on March 20, 1965 at 79 years of age in 
Garfield Hts., Ohio from chronic myocarditis and toxic thyroid. [pc] Augustine, a machinist, died on June 
21, 1967 at 85 years of age in Garfield Hts.from a coronary thrombosis. [pc] He became a US citizen on 
September 13, 1922. Augustine was a Master Mason who played the violin and ejoyed woodworking 
and painting. [Rac] He sufferred blindness caused by cataracts which clearly frustrated him in his senior 
years. [RBc] Both were buried Mount Hope Cemetery in Solon, Ohio. [Fc] Their shared gravestone 
inscription reads: “SCOTT AUGUSTINE JAMES 1882 — 1967 LILLIE V. 1885 — 1965.” [cs] They were married 
for 56 years.

Richard Treat, Sr. was born about 1584 England. He is a fifth generation descendant of John Treat and 
was the immigrant ancestor of the American Treat family. He arrived at Wethersfield, Connecticut about 
1638 where he was one of the first settlers. He was a patentee named in the Royal Charter for 
Connecticut in 1662. His son Robert was Governor of Connecticut from 1683 to 1698 and founder of 
Milford, Connecticut and co-founder of Newark, New Jersey. Robert’s great-grandson, Robert Treat 
Paine was a signer of the Declaration of Independence. A pedigree is shown below followed by a 
detailed genealogy.

John Treat of Staplegrove near Taunton, was probably the grandfather of Richard Treat from whom we 
can trace this line of descent without difficulty. His name occurs in the calendar of the Taunton Manor 
Rolls of 1458, 1463, 1473 and 1479. He was probably the father of William. [Treat: 13] 


(2) William Treat (1480 - 1510) 


William Treat’s name occurs in these calanders as of the same parish and hundred of Staplegrove, 1503, 
1504 and 1510. William had six probable children (William, Richard [see below], Joanna [living 1542], 
Lucy [living 1542], Alice [living 1542; married Edmond Morcom 1552] & John [married Joanna; died 
1584)).

[Buckingham: 78; Dwight: 80] She 
was baptized on May 10, 1595. [Buckingham: 78; Dwight: 80] Richard arrived at Wethersfield, Connecticut about 
1638. [Buckingham: 78] They had ten children together all baptized at Pitminster (Honor, Joanna, Sarah, 
Richard, Jr., Robert, Elizabeth, Susanna, Alice, Lt. James & Katherine). [stiles2: 711; Buckingham: 78; Treat: 31] 
Richard died on October 11, 1669 at 85 years of age in Wethersfield. [Dwight: 80; Wikitree] He was one of the 
first settlers of Wethersfield, Deputy to the General Court from 1637 to 1657, Magistrate from 1657 to 


1665, a patentee named in Royal Charter for Connecticut in 1662. His will dated February 13, 1668 
named his wife Alice and his children Richard, Robert, James, Honor, Sarah & Joanna. [Manwaring1: 245] 





In the ancient church of the hamlet of South Trundle, parish of Trull, Pitminster, 
Co. Somerset, Eng., is a Memorial Brass, erected (1903) bearing the following 
inscription. 

“In Memory of RICHARD TREAT, alias Trott, Baptized in this Church, Aug. 
28, 1584, who emigrated to New England with his family, in 1637, and was 
created one of the Patentees of the Charter of the Colony of Connecticut, by 
King Charles II, in 1662. His son ROBERT TREAT, was baptized February 
25th, 1624 and was Deputy Governor and Governor of the Colony, for 30 years. 

This Brass was erected, in 1902, by their descendant JoHN Harvey Treat, of 
America.”"

Major Simon Willard, great grandson of Richard Simon, was born in England in 1605. He married Mary 
Sharpe there in 1628. He arrived in New England in in the spring of 1634. Major Simon was a founder of 
Concord, of which he was clerk from 1635 till 1653. He represented it in the legislature from 1636 till 
1654, and was assistant and councillor from 1654 till 1676. He moved to Lancaster in 1660, in 1672 to 
Groton, and on the dispersion of the inhabitants of that town by the Indian wars, in which he served as 
major of militia, settled in Salem. He became a magistrate, and died in 1676 while holding a court in 
Charlestown. The Rev. Ebenezer Pemberton calls him “a sage patriot in Israel, whose wisdom assigned 
him a seat at the council-board, and his military skill and martial spirit entitled him to the chief place in 
the field.” A pedigree is shown below followed by a detailed genealogy.

[born 1528; living 1558], Richard [born 1530; died 1617], Andrew [born 1532; married Annis; died 1562], 
Symon [see below], Thomas [born 1536; died 1601, William [born 1538; living 1558], Alice & Agnes). 
[Holman: 29; wFA] Richard died between September 18, 1558 (date of his will) and October 24, 1558 
(probate date) at Brenchley, Kent, England. (Holman: 53; wFA] His unnamed widow died before September

(4) Major Simon Willard (bp. 1605 — 1676) 


Major Simon Willard was baptized on April 7, 1605 at Horsmonden, Kent, England. [wra; G7: 421; Wikitree] 
He married (1) Mary Sharpe, daughter of Samuel Sharpe and Abovehope Nichols, on October 13, 1628 
at Marden, Kent. [WFA; GM7: 421; Wikitree; TAG80: 25] She was baptized there on April 17, 1609. [wikitree] They 
had seven children together (Mary, Elizabeth, Josiah, Rev. Samuel, Sarah, Abovehope & Simon). [Gm7: 421 
& 422] Mary died after 1649 (death of last child) and before 1653 (Maj. Simon’s second marriage). Maj. 
Simon married (2) Mary by 1653. [Gm7: 421; wikitree] They had eight children together (Mary, Henry, John, 
Daniel, Joseph, Benjamin, Hannah & Jonathan) [Gw7: 422 & 423] Maj. Simon died on April 24/25, 1676 at 
Charlestown at age 71 years of age from an "epidemic cold." [Gm7: 421; WEA; Wikitree] His widow Mary 
married James Noyes, son of James Noyes and Sarah Brown, as his second wife on July 14, 1680 at 
Sudbury, Massachusetts. [GM7: 421; Wikitree; Noyes2: 464] He was born on October 15, 1637 at Newbury, 
Massachusetts. They had no children together. [Noyes2: 46] Mary died on December 28, 1715. [wera] 


Major Simon Willard was a founder of Concord, Massachusetts, deputy to the general court 1636-54, assistant 
1654-76, commander-in-chief of the expedition of the United Colonies against Ninigret, sachem of the Nyantics, 
1655; led the heroic relief at the battle of Brookfield; commanded the Middlesex regiment of Massachusetts 
troops in King Philip's war. (Year Book, Society of Colonial Wars, 1896, page 417.) The "Willard Memorial" gives the 
following: "In 1659 Major Simon Willard removed to Lancaster, where he lived for twelve years, when in 1671-72 
he removed to his farm lying in the southern part of Groton; and his residence at Lancaster, one of the finest 
situations in that pleasant town, was conveyed by him to his son-in-law, Cyprian Stevens, who married his 
daughter Mary (the second of that name). This was intended for Mrs. Stevens' dowry." This house was used for a 
garrison house, and in 1676 sheltered for six weeks eight families and a guard of soldiers. (See Lancaster Records.) 
Cyprian Stevens was one of the five purchasers of a tract of land twelve miles square, six miles wide, which is now 
the town of Rutland, Massachusetts. The deed was executed and delivered December 22, 1686, the purchase price 
being twenty-three pounds of the then currency. There does not seem to be any evidence that he ever settled on 
his purchase, although Lancaster was not far distant. His children, however, settled there and erected homes. His 
garrison house at Lancaster, Massachusetts, was attacked by Indians February 10, 1675-76. (Bodge, pp. 352-3 and 
400. See also Nourse's Early Records of Lancaster, pp. 85-86, 101.) In garrison at Groton, Massachusetts, February 
29, 1675-76, under Captain Thomas Wheeler. (Bodge, pp. 114 and 360.) Under Ensign Peter Joslin at Lancaster,

Samuel Willard (1640-1707), a colonial clergyman, was born in Concord, Mass. graduated at Harvard in 1659; was 
minister at Groton from 1063 to 1670, whence he was driven by the Indians during King Pliilip's War; was pastor of 
the Old South Church, Boston, from 1678 until his death; strenuously opposed the witchcraft persecutions in 1692; 
and was acting president of Harvard from 1701 until his death. He published many sermons, including: The Duty of 
a People that Have Renewed Their Covenant with God (1680); Brief Animadversions upon the New England 
Anabaptists' Late Fallacious Narrative (1681); and Mourner's Cordial Against Excessive Sorrow (1691). A folio 
volume entitled A Compleat Body of Divinity was published posthumously, by Joseph Sewall and Thomas Prince, in 
1726. [New International Encyclopedia Vol. 20 (1905) page 523] 


"On Thursday the 14th Currant, died Mrs. Eunice Willard, Widow to the late Reverend Mr. Samuel Willard Minister 
of the South Church in Boston, and Daughter ot Edward Tyng Esq; deceased. she was a Gentlewoman of Exemplary 
Piety, Strict Vertue, and great Charity.

PARKER HOMESTEAD. Condominiums have replaced the Parker Homestead at 137 Pine Street. 
A plaque placed by the Lydia Darrah Chapter of the Daughters of the American Revolution 
on May 4, 1935, reads, “Birthplace of Sarah Parker, first white girl born in Chelmsford, now 
Lowell. Born January 14, 1635, Daughter of Jacob Parker.” The Parker farm served the local 
residents with dairy and livestock products throughout the late 1800s and early 1900s, Arthur 
Parker, 1888-1976, bought many competitive dairies including Bryant Brothers, F, L. Emerson, 
Otis Byam, J. P. Daley and Sons, Birchwood Farms, and others. He operated this dairy farm 
until the late 1940s when he sold it to Suburban Dairy. The Highland Congregational Church 
can be seen in the postcard, to the rear of the Parker homestead. (PD.)

When 1 Harper) came to the United States in_1837, it was a 


pocr year. Ohio had been admitted tc the Union in 1£03. In 
1837 there were only 26 states and Michigan had been the last 
State to enter, having been made a state that January. What 
caused the "Panic of 1837" we cannot say. Some think the 
country had grown too fast and needed a brief slcwing down 

to let things catch up. However our ancestcrs of 1837 and 
1843 had sufficient means to become established. 


It might be well to mention here that the first Cleveland 
Directory was published in 1837. Cleveland had a population 
of 9000 at that time. Other towns “n Ohio had surpassed it 


in growth, and it was not until the next decades that it began 
to come ahead. 


AS a result of this financial slowdown the vast amounts of 
money (by early standards) that was being spent on transvorta- 
tion stopped and all new transportation construcation halted.

You took a steamboat to Albany, a stage to Schenectady, 
canal to Buffalo, steamboat to Cleveland, canal to Portsmouth 
on the Ohio River and steanboat to Cincinnati.

Excerpts from Digby Hartridge’s book 











Excerpts from Digby Hartsidge’s unpublished book on his grandfather Sydney Hartridge and his wife 
Mary Bertha (Scott) Hartridge. 


Molly [Mary Bertha (Scott) Hartridge] learned to speak Received Standard English, or something like it; her 
children had slight accents but South African ones; some words, like “dance”, betrayed a northern English origin. 
Such matters were important then. And she had a lovely singing voice, an asset in an age when you made your 
own entertainment. | seem to remember hearing that in later years she played her own piano. 


Syd [Sydney Hartridge], of course, agreed to become a Catholic and to bring up any children in the faith; anything 
less would have been unacceptable to the Church then. 


The marriage certificate was signed by Sydney Hartridge, 32 years old, Bachelor, Mining Contractor, of “Lake 
View”, Wingate, and Mary Bertha Scott, 22 years old, Spinster, of no occupation, living in Rodridge Street, Station 
Town, and the witnesses were Francis Hartridge, Brewer, JA Scott (presumably a relative, though no one obvious 
fits the initials), Catherine Brown (a dear friend lost in time), the priest Matthew Forster and Matthew D Laws, 
Registrar. Molly’s father’s occupation was given as Railway Inspector. 


When she was old enough Alice [Mary Alice Hartridge] attended, presumably as a boarder, the Dominican 
Convent of the Sacred Heart in Bulawayo. 


We have heard that Molly [Mary Bertha (Scott) Hartridge] and Alice [Mary Alice Hartridge] made one trip home, 
of unknown duration, in about 1907. Anyway, in 1910 all three Hartridges returned again to Britain. Emigrants 
often follow a cycle of enthusiasm and disillusion. They emigrate full of hope and apprehension. Their hopes are 
dashed and their apprehensions realised. They return home with their tails between their legs. But they find that 
everybody has moved on since they left, or not moved at all, that their memories had been rosecoloured. And now 
mysteriously they miss their adopted country. They re-emigrate. Perhaps they are forced to live out their lives ina 
second best world, feeling vaguely out of place. Molly Hartridge’s trajectory was not as stark as this but some of 
the elements are present in her story. The family would return to Rhodesia in 1912. 


[Mary] Alice Hartridge married a descendant of an old Huguenot family. The Huguenots were protestant settlers, 
the bulk of whom came from France and Belgium in 1688 and 1689 and were granted farms amongst the Dutch 
settlers; they may be seen in the same light as the Plymouth Brethren in America and a connection with them 
carries similar prestige. 


Syd’s son Clive [Hartridge], aged ten, visited the Scotts with his mother. They came over on the Windsor Castle, 
arriving in England on 5 May 1924. As a 68-year-old in 1981 Clive wrote about the visit, from a small boy’s point of 
view: in the “awful mining town of Wingate” which, compared to Cape Town, had “nothing to offer’, he attended 
the local Council school, “absolute hell”, for nearly three months where as a “foreigner” he was involved most 
lunch hours in fist fights. His grandmother [Mary (Walker) Scott] in her mid-60s, was confined to bed with 
crippling arthritis; she had had a hard life. His Aunt Annie [Scott] was always complaining about him and, he says, 
“one little thing | bitterly resented.... from a second-hand shop just round the corner | bought a little double-acting 
steam engine for 3/6, made by Stuart. It was badly in need of a clean up, oiling, etc; anyway, | thought | would try it 
out before | took it to pieces. It did not work and Aunt Annie bitched and bitched, filthy thing in her house, etc, till 
finally Mother made me take it back. 


Clive Hartridge was born on 20 November 1913, Sydney Hartridge’s occupation being Mine Captain, the address 
Queen’s Mine, near Lonely Mine, Bembesi. Clive’s second name, “Scott”, does not appear but on 20 April 1914 
“Clive Scott Joseph Hartridge” was baptised at St Mary’s in Bulawayo; the name “Joseph” would have satisfied the 
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Catholic Church’s insistence on a Christian name taken from the Bible, but was later dropped. Clive’s godmother 
was Sarah Scott (Sadie), the favourite sister, now aged 22. 


Now Clive always idolised father and romanticised his pioneer past. He became a Rhodesian citizen and on 10 April 
1939 he married Ivy Joan Bedford, also Rhodesian-born, in Bulawayo. 

In 1918 the health of Syd’s children would be a concern: the climate was unhealthy, with malaria and blackwater 
rife, blighting the lowveld, threatening the highveld. Out in the country the response to a medical emergency was 
inevitably slow. If Syd was not to be a miner, he would move back into beverages. The business he bought was a 
wine and spirits outlet, or “bottle store”, as they called them in South Africa, at 73 Harrington Street, Woodstock. 
The Hartridges arrived in Cape Town at about the time the Spanish ’Flu took hold. 


Syd signed up as soon as possible after the outbreak of hostilities. He served in the ESPC (Essential Services 
Protection Corps, or Korps Vir Die Beveiliging van Noodsaaklike Dienste) in Cape Town (the rough equivalent of the 
Home Guard in Britain). 


And we have a glimpse of Syd [Sydney Hartridge] talking, or as near to it as we ever will. He is just as we imagined! 
On 27 January 1944, hale and hearty at 73, he wrote, in conversational style, from “Dunvegan” to his brothers 
Austen and Edward. The following is copied from a typescript of a letter, so the errors may be Syd’s or may be the 
transcriber’s. 





Dear Dick and Ted, 


As | received letters from both of you at roughly the same time and date, | thought perhaps this letter would 
answer both of you; the news in both letters would be the same. | can assure you that | was relieved to hear that 
all of you are well at home; you all being in the front line | sometimes feel anxious about you all especially as Jerry 
has again started to send bombers over. We are tuned in all the hours when the news comes through from 
England. So Ted lad you are married again; | think you were wise; it’s not good for one to live alone; you are still 
young in comparison to myself. | wish you every happiness. | hope to meet your wife in the near future. | want to 
see you all once more and the old country, but when, hard to tell. 


lam glad to tell you we are all well out here; | have got my discharge from the army in January last. | had done 
nearly four years, and felt justified in applying for my discharge, when | joined up we were open to the wide 
world to be attacked, every man was wanted who could carry a gun. Since the Coral and Midway Seas [sic] naval 
battles [respectively 4-8 May and 4-7 June 1942] gave the Japs a headache and the Jerries pushed out of North 
Africa [by January 1943 67 Rommel was trapped in Tunisia], we were out of the front line and in little danger. 
Cape Town was vital in the war, we expected to get it in the neck from the Japs but that is over though subs still 
get a few ships within a few miles from Cape Town. 


Clive is with the 6th South African Armoured Division, where | do not know, no news of that kind is allowed to 
come through. The last | heard from him he was well and fit. We had Joan his wife [Ivy was always known to 
Sydney by her second name] and Digby his son staying with us for three months, returned to Umtali at the end of 
March last, a four thousand mile journey there and back. Alice and her two boys are well and growing up. Peter is 
nearly as tall as | am, turned fourteen years, a pointer that time is marching on. | was 73 last March; glad to say | 
do not feel so old as that, | often wonder when | see some old Jossers walking around who are years younger 
than | am tottering along with a stick or hanging on someone’s arm. | feel very thankful. | want to see the end of 
this bloody war and how the world will shape after, | often wonder; however it’s in the hands of the people as a 
whole, if they combine and stand firm things ought to be much better, but if people listen to soft talk and 
promises to be broken, vested interest, etc, then God help them. It’s up to them, they have had lessons in the 
past, “a world for heroes to live in, etc etc etc” — all bally-hoo. | have recently received a letter from Toby, she 
seems to be very much down, does not seem to get over Harry’s death [his sister Elizabeth’s husband was Harry 
Hartridge]. Hard luck on her boy Standley [sic], | do not know if you have heard, but Standley got his back very 
badly injured while in the army, suffers a lot of pain. Has to have an operation on his spine, | expect that’s already 
been done; it’s hoped that he fully recovers. 
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| have been lucky lately in letters, | received one from Alice [his sister], they seemed to have made their pile and 
retired. Her boy [Harry Allan] is in India by Alice’s letter, does not say which service he is in. If he is in Burma he is 
in a hell of a spot, | have met fellows who have been in previous campaigns in that country, there is nothing too 
bad they can say about it. Last month there was a [drive?] launched here in Cape Town to raise money for the 
Governor-General’s fund. This fund is to help returned soldiers and their dependents over the coming years. 
Every £ raised the Government gives another pound, it was a great success and was on for a week, £200,000 was 
raised, the Government doubled that. 


There was a mock invasion from the sea was staged [sic]. That was on a Thursday night at the same time a 
freighter was sunk by a sub, 49 survivors were picked up by a mine sweeper, can you beat it all the fun of the fair 
going on and a boat being blown up at the same time, what a world. 


Annie [Scott], Molly’s sister, and their niece Jane [Dawson] are still with me. This war has kept them out here 
longer than they expected. It is possible they may stop out here for good now. They have | think become South 
Africans. Did | ever tell you that Jane has lost her father at sea? He was in the Merchant Navy, his ship was 
torpedoed, only one survivor, that one not Jane’s father, he was torpedoed three times in the last year, also 
Jane’s grandfather who was a Captain in the Royal Navy in the last war was killed in action. Jane is a jolly girl, full 
of fun and good company you would all like her. She will be twenty-six in July next, no sign of any marriage as yet. 
Poor Bobs [Frances, Edward’s daughter], Alice tells me Bobs has been bombed out of her home three times now. 
Midday news has just come over that the South of England was bombed last night and that an air raid shelter 
received a direct hit, feared a big loss of life. 


| would like to hear from you people more, | am anxious to hear how you and yours are faring. 


| was surprised to hear Jack [his brother] had sold his business, | am wondering why; did he get a big price for it or 
shortage of supplies that Jack got rid of his business [sic] 


Well cheerio, love from all, 
Your affectionate brother

Clive Hartridge was, as Syd said, in the 6th South African Armoured Division, attached to Divisional Headquarters, 
Union Defence Force, Central Mediterranean Forces. 


One afternoon Syd [Sydney Hartridge] decided to clear up the back garden. My father had been in the middle of 
some job or other and, rather atypically, had left a few sheets of corrugated iron and various odds and ends lying 
on the ground. Syd lifted them up, hauled them a few yards and propped them up neatly against the garage. He 
was still a strong man, stockily built, a little overweight. He ate a conventional high fat diet. And he suffered a 
heart attack, or possibly a stroke. | remember him on his return from hospital, sitting up in his bed in the guest 
room. He could not walk, though | cannot remember whether or not he could speak properly. He wanted to return 
home, and did so, accompanied by Alice. On 31 May 1950 Sydney Hartridge died in Cape Town.
